Olympiad which is to be held in Shanghai during the month 
of May. “These should prove of more than passing interest 
to Hongkong sportsmen, ‘The Olympic is apparently to be 
divided into two sections. First, Uhere are to be the Far 
‘Bastern Athletic Games, which will include track events, 
swimming, lawn temis and various other. games. Fo this 
part of the programmes representation of China, Japan 

-and the Philippines is alreddy assured, whilst invitavions 

have been extended to Siam, Malaya, dava, Ceylon and 
India. ‘Then, later there is to be held an Open Interna- 
tional Meet for amateurs. covering practically the same 
ground asin the Far Eastern programme. 

Now, what we are anxious about is that Hongkong 
should be well represented at the Olympiad. — If we recollect 
aright. at the Olympic Games held in Manila there were a 
number of sportsmen from this Colony, but they were in ‘no 
sense fully representative of the prowess of Hongkong in 
the athletic world.

~ A GERMAN ON THE 
DEFENCE OF TSINGTAO. 


How The Japanese and British 
Catured it. ‘ 


autumn of 1914 is not a gforious 
episode in the German annals. 
Though a.modern fortress care-" 
fully. elaborated in peace-time, 
with ferro-concrete shelters and 
magazines, which, as Admiral 
Vollerthun boasts in a narrative 
he has lately written, success- 
fully resisted the heaviest 
Japanese attillory (1lin. howitzers 
and 12in. naval guns} and though 
passessing an armamont at least 
equal in range and superior in 
number to that of the attackers, 
it capitulated after a shorter 
bombardment than that endured 
by Lioge, Maubeuge, or Antwerp, 
and of exactly the same length 
as that of the ancient fortress of 
Longway- seven days. Yet these 
French and Belgian fortresses 
had no cover to resist. the Austro- 
German artillery, not even one 
shell-proof casement for the 
gonoral in command, and.no guns 
that could reach the bosiegers’ 
Batteries and knock them out, or 
bring down the observation 
balloons, as did the Tsingtao 
artillery. . ‘ 
The author of this history - of 
the defence was present a8 a 
captain throughout the siege, 
acting as Chief Intelligence 
Officer ; and as his book has only 
just beon published, though the 
preface is dated October 1, 1919, 
he must have heard of the bom- 
bardments in Europe; yet he 
holds up the garrison of Tsingtao 
as heroes for German admiration, 


‘his fellow-countrymen to demand 
the return of ‘this colony, the 
pride and darling of the German 
people. And the many millions 
--they were 200—which were 
thrown into it and- promised 
to bear rich fruit.” 
With the archives of the fortress 
at his disposal, helped out. by 
his diaries und those of other’ 
officers, he has produced a very 
complete account of investment, 
siege and surrender, with plans 
of tho. defences, details of the 
ineasuros taken after declaration 
of war to impove them with the 
assistance of the © abundant 
Chinese labour available, and. the 
usual orders of battle, lists of 
batteries, casualties, etc. He 
mentions a Japanese official ac- 
count in ‘four volumes, some 
figures from which he quotes. . 


THE DEFENCES. 


Tho defonce of Tsingtao in the |” 


| was 


Briefly, the defences consisted 
of two advanced lines across the 
peninsula, from the sea to the 
inner harbour, twelve and six 
miles from the town respectively. 
“Originally ‘rapidly | dug  fire- 
trenches, they had been developed 
into strong field defences with 
wire entanglements, minefields, 
dummy positions and batteries.” 
These, it may at once be stated, 
the Gormans abandoned almost 
without firing a shot, and with a 
loss of under a hundred men, 
50 of whom were taken 
prisoner. Behind the outer de- 
fences was a line of permanent 
infantry redoubts (of the type 
eecommended by Lord Sydeham 
in his “ Fortification,”) with shell- 


proof casements. They were low 
of profile, well assimilated to the 
ground; each had its own wire 
entanglement below surface level, 
connected to a continuous ‘belt 
right across the peninsula, here 
not quite 3}4 miles wide. Defend- 
ing the intervals, and forming a 
second line behind the redoubts, 
were rows of concrete “pill-boxes,” 
strong points, machine-gun nests 
and close defence batteries. 
On the hills behind, again, 
were scattered 41 batteries, in- 
cluding two only available, 
seawards, mounting in all—ex- 
cluding the lighter natures—~94 
fguns and howitzers from Llin. 
downwards. They had shell- 
proof magazines and most of 
them -shell-proof cover for the 
gun crews. The Japanese and 
the small British contingent— 
consisting of the 2nd Battalion of 
the South Wales Borderers and 
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de Queen's: Road, 


a half-battalion of thé 36th Sikhs 
had first to land on Shantung 
Peninsula and disembark all 
their material, from the  heav- 
jest gun to. a bag of rice, 
an improvized piers. Their main 
artillery, according to this Ger- 
man account, _consisted of six 
jlin. and six 92in. howitzers. 
The forward movement against 
the outer defences were begun on 
October 26; the bombardment 
opened at day-break on the sist; 
and the first parallel was duc that 
night. Onthe night of Novemter 
6{7 the Japanese s:ade an assault, 
end between 2 a.m. and 6 am, 
captured allthe redoubts. At 6.20 
a.m. the Governor hoisted the 
white flag. The total German 
jJosses in killed during the defence 
199, with about 500 
wounded. 
WHY THE GARRISON 
SURRENDERED. ~° 

The author, in the course of the 
book, makes many excuses for the 
failure to do better. He says, 
speaking of the fortifications, that 
“they. were designed only as o 
defence, against Kuropean Pow- 
ers and Chinese trouble,” and 
that the redoubts were of a weak 
type, for they lacked “ good deep 
ditches with concrete scarps.” 
{In this most, soldiers will agree 
with him.) Then .be claims that 
ammunition was scuuby—but. the 
figures-that ho himself gives dis- 
prove this; and that the garrison 
-3,7u0 officers: and men—was 
insufficient, although it possess- 
ed plenty of machine guns; he 
does not count the numerous 
civilian reserve, mor tie thou- 
sands of Chinese employed; 
he complains, however, that 
these jatter auxiliaries acted 
as guides to the enemy and even 
marked the situation of tho land 
mines by white stones. Tho real 
reason for the rapid surrender 
appears toshave been that the 
Governor feared the general wip- 
ing out_of the ‘greater part of 
the Germane who understood the 
China Trade; for they were col- 
lected in Tsingtao; and such an 
intolerable loss -te Kultur was 
not to be thought of. Doubtless 
hia nerves were affected by the 
sight of the three enormous pits 
made ready for their budies by 
his enorgeti¢ Adjutantur, along- 
pido hie andthe author's favour- 
able promenade. ;, 

Admiral Vollerthun was bitter- 
ly disappointed in the Japanese 
—" a people who, since Shimono- 


seki, owe to Germany nearly 
everything they possess in the 
way of progress inthe European 
sense.” LHe says, with reference 
to the Japanese ultimatum to 
Germany---which was couched in 
exactly the same terms as the 
German one to Japan demanding 
the evacuation of Port Arthur 20 
years before—" could the honour 
of a nation bo trodden ‘under foot 
in a more .brutal manner?” 
Like some other. German 
officers . whose books have 
lately been published, he accuses 
his successful adversaries of hav- 
ing been drunk, both the Japanese 
who assaulted the redoubts and 
the British who took over prisoners 

But the strangest exhibition ot 
German mentality is contained in 
the following passage which re- 
fers .to the capture of a ship 
which tried to run the blockade, 
carrying women, children and 


property, in the hope of reaching 
Shanghai :—

posed to. a@ veritable nerve- 
martyrdom. ‘That the steamer 
was sighted at dusk by British 

_ torpedo-destroyers and taken 
into Weihaiwei regardless of 
its cargo and destination was

the poor things in alarm and 
terror, The destroyers, ac- 
cording to the statements of 
the passengers and crew, had 
evidently determined to prac- 
tice the attack on the defence- 
less steamer, and one of them 
took position to ram_ it. 

Although nothing happened 

one may imagine the -excite- 

ment among the highly-strung 
maas of humanity. 

This plaint comes from a mem- 
ber of a navy whose U-boats sank 
passenger steamer and hospital 
ahips without warning!
